4. With respect to claims 1 , 5, 10 and 13, the prior art fails to teach a system and a 
method for managing risk through link analysis mapping, wherein the method comprises 
the steps of: receiving descriptive of two or more people and a plurality of association 
types, generating links associating two or more people wherein links indicate a 
relationship between the two or more people and an association type, receiving linkage 
analysis request, wherein links have a predefined specified number of degrees of 
separation associated with the identified person, further wherein based on the 
specification, qualifying links for inclusion are determined and linkage analysis report is 
generated based on the qualifying links, wherein the report includes an indication of one 
or more disconnects between the identified person and the one or more other persons, 
wherein disconnect indicates a separation in time. 

5. With respect to claims 2-4,6-9, 11, 12, 14 and 1 6, those claims are allowed by 
the virtue of their dependency on claims 1,5,10 and 1 3 respectively.
